Qver a period of time, climbing has 


_ moved slowly but steadily toward com- 
plete mechanization, -To argue the rel~_ 
ative merits of this mechanization 


against "Purist". theories is completely 

futile, since in the ultimate analysis, 

the decision belongs to each climber, 
“Still, the increasing usage of expan- 

sion bolts offers an over-all threat to.

In spite of this, there will still be 
undesirable bolts placed, What can be 
done to prevent the bolts on the "Flake 
Pitch" of the Lower. Spire, or the "Piton 
Traverse" of the Washington Column? 

The only alternative here is removal. 
and the next question is what persons 
are qualified to decide? 

There is one plan I would like:to pro- 
pose, and that is a committee for the 
entire area, composed of representatives 
of the Bay Area RCS, Loma Prieta’ RCS, 
Stanford Alpine, American Alpine, and 
the UC Hiking Club, as well as any 
future groups which may be formed, This 
group would have to be entrusted with 
the decision of whether a given bolt is 
undesirable; and if undesirable, it 
wouid be the responsibility of the group 
or its agents to remove it as cleanly 
8s possible. Such a group for the coor- 
dination of mountaineering in this area 
is long overdue, and the bolt problem 
presents an urgent need for its formation, 

Admittedly, the idea of giving such :
